PROVISIONAL TREATY 
Between hie Majesty the Kino of Great Brirain, and his 
Majesty he Bursaon of alt Tae Ressias, Gouc at St 
Petersburgh, the 29th (18th) of Deg. 1798. 

In the name of the Most. Holy and-Indivisible Trinity ! 

His Majefty the King of Great Britain and his Ma- 
jelly the Emperor of all the Ruiltas, in coafequence of 
the alliance and friendfhip fubfilting betwees them, 
being defirous to enter into a concert of meafures, fuch 
&s may contribute- in the molt efiicactous manner to op- 
pofe the fucctfles of the French arms and the extenbon 
of t= principles of anarchy, and to bring about a folid 
peace, together with the re-eftablifament of the balance 
of Europe,-have judged. it «worthy their mitt ferious 
confideration and eardelt folicitude to endeavour, if 
poflible, to reduce France within its former limits, as 
they fubfilted’ before’the Revolution. They have, in 
conlequencey.agreed td conclude a provifional treaty 5 
and for this.purpofe they havé named as their Plenipo- 
tentiaries, namely, his Majefty the Kiog. of Great Bri- 
tain, "Sir Charles Whitworth, K, B, his Envoy Extra. 
ordiodry and Minilter. Plenipoteatiary.at the Imperial 
Court of Roffia} and his Majefty the Emperor of all 
the Raflias, the Chancellor Prince Befborodko, a Pri- 
vy Councillor, Direétor General of the Polts, Sena- 
tor, and Knight of the Orders of St Andrew, of St 
Alexander Newlky, of St Anne, and Grand Crots of 
thofe of St Johnrof Jerufalem, and of St Viadamir, of 
the Firft Clafs; the Sieur Kotfchoubey, Vice -Chan- 
cellor, Privy Councillor and Chamberlain, Knight 
of the Order of St Alexander Newfky, and Grand 
Crofs of that of St Viadamir, of the Second Clafs ; the 
Sieur Roftopfin, a’ Privy-Councillor, Member of the 
College for Foreign Aftairs, “Knight of the Order of 
St Alexander Newiky, and of that of St-Anne, of the 
Firft Cla; who, after having reciprocally commuui- 
cated their full powers have concluded and agreed 
upon the following articles : 

Art. L The two Contracting Powers, in.the intention of 
inducing the Kiug of Prussia to take an active part in the war 
against the comiion enemy, propose to employ all their endea- 
vours toobtain thar end. immediately on his Prussian Maje- 
Sty’s consenting to this measure, his Imperial Majesty of all 
the ‘Rassias is ready to afford him'a ‘succour of land forces, 
and he degtines for that purpose 45,000 men, Infantry and Ca- 
valry, with the necessary artillery, upon the following condi- 

tions :— 

If. This body of troops shall be put in motion as soon. as 
the High Contracting Parti¢s shall be assured of the determi- 
nation of-his Prassian Majesty being conformable to what has 
been before stated. 

With regard to the further movements of this eorps, and its 
combined opera*ions with the Prussian troops, his Majesty the 
Emperor of all the*Russias will arrange them with his Maje- 
bs the King of. Prussia; and commuynication shall alo be made 

them to his Britannic Majesty, ia brdet that by such a con- 
cert between the High Allies, the military operations against 
the enemy may be made with the greater success, and that the 
object which ts proposed may the moré easily be attained. 

‘HE, Inorder to facilitate to his Majesty the Emperor of all 
the Russias, the means to take such an active part in the pre- 
sent wubagainst the French, his Britannic “Majesty. engages to 
furnish the pecuntary succours herein-after specified; his Im- 
pPeorial.Maje.ty of all the Russias nevertheless reserving to him- 
self the righr to recall the aforesaid body of troops into his own 
territories, if, hy any unforeseen event, the whole. of this pe- 
cuniary succour shouJd not be furnished him. 

{V. ‘Theamount and the nature of these pecuniary succours 
have been fixed and ¢d upon the following footing »— 
1st, In order to enable hi rial Majesty of all the Russias 
to expedite, as soon as possible, and in she most convenient

good cause, his Majesty the King of Great Britain engages,

This treaty shall be considered as provisional ; and its 
execution, as it has been stated above, shal! not take place 
until his Majesty the King of Prussia shall be determined to 
turn his forces against. the common enemy; but in case he 
shouldnot doso,thetwo high cantracting parties reserve to them- 
selves the right and the power to take, for the good of ‘their

ployed in co-operating with the troops of his Prussian Majesty, 
if that Sovereign should be induced to join his forces to those 
of their: Majesties; but the endeavours which their Royal 
and Imperial Majesties have employed for this purpose ha- 
ving -been unsuccessful, and that Prince persisting in his ad- 
herence to his system of neutrality; the two high contracting 
parties, in-order to neglect nothing on their. part which may 
contrsbute to the success of the good cause, have resolved that 
the said body of 45,000 men origina.y destined to second the 
hostile demonstrations of Prussia against France, shall be equal- 
ly employed against the common enemy 1m whatever other 
quarter their Majesties may judge it to be most advantageous 
to their common operations. . 7 

- For this purpose the Plenipotentiaries of their said Royal 
and Imperial Majesties have signed the present declaration, 
which is to be considered as forming a part of the provisional 
treaty above-mentioned, concluded between the two Courts 
the 29th (18th) of December, 1798.

THE CONVENTION ~- 
Between his Britannic Majesty and his Majesty the Emperor 
of all the Russias, signed at St Petersburgh the aad (11th) of 


June, 1799. : wt oe. 
In'the name of the Most Holy and Indivisible ‘Frinity ! 


His Majefty the King of Great Britain and his Ma- 
jefty the Emperor of all the Ruflias, in confequence of 
the friendthip and the ties of intimate alliance which 
exilt between them, and of their common and fiacere 
co-operation in the prefent war againit the French, having 
conftantly in their view to ufe every means in their power 
moft effectually to diftrefs the enemy ; have judged, 
that the expulfion of the French from the feven United 
Provinces, and the deliverance of the latter from the 
yoke under which they have fo long groaned, were’ ob- 
jeéts worthy of their particular confideration, and with 
ing at the Ome time to give effet, as far as poffible, to 
adefign of that importance ; their faid Majefties have 
refolved to conclude with each other a convention, re- 
lative to this plan, and to the molt proper means of 
carrying it into the moft fpeedy execution. For this 
purpofe they. have named as their Plenipotentiaries, to 
wit, his Majelty the King of Great Britain, Sir Chas. 
Whitworth, his Envoy Extraordinary and Minilter 
Plenipotentiary to the Imperiah Court of Rufhia, Knight 
of the Order of the Bath ; and his Majefty the Emperor 
of all the Ruflias, the Count of Kotfchoubey, his Vice 
Chancellor, aétual Privy Councillor, a€tual Chamber- 
lain, Knight of the Order of St Alexander Newfky, 
Commander of that of St John of Jerufalem, and Great 
Crofs of the Order of St Vladamir of the Second Clafs ; 
and the Count of Roltopftn, his actual Privy Council- 
lor, Member of the College of Foreign Affairs, Direc- 
tor General of the Polts, Knight of the Order of St 
Alexander Newfky, and of St Anne, of the Fir(t Clafs, 
Great Chancellor and Great Crofs of that of St John 
of Jerufalem ; who, after having reciprocally communi- 
cated to each other their full powers, have agreed upon 
the following articles : 

Art. I. His Majefty the King of Great Britain, 
thinking that the obie& above announced cannot be bet- 
ter attained than by the aid of a body of Ruthan troops, 
his Imperial Majetty, notwithftanding the efforts which’ 
he has already made, and the difficulties of his employ- 
ing an additional body of forces to act at a diftance 
from his own dominions, has neverthelefs, in confequence 
of his conftant folicitude in favour of the good caufe, 
confented to furnifh feventeen battalions of infantry, 
two companies of artillery, one company of pioneers, 
and one fquadron of hutiars, making in all 17,593 
men, to be deftined for the faid expedition to Holland. 
But as that nu.nber of troops, according to the plan pro- 
pofed by his Britannic Majelty, is not fufficient, and as 
it has been judged that-30,000 men would be neceflary 
for that purpofe, his faid Majefty will, on his fide, furnith 
13,000 of Englifh troops, or at leaft 8000 men, if that 
{maller number fhould be deemed fufficient, and amongft 
whom there fhall be a proportion of cavalry fufficient 
for the fervices of fach an army. 

II. This corps of troops of 17,593 men, together 
with the neceffary artillery, fhall affemble a: Revel, in 
order that they may be from thence conveyed to their 
defination, either in Englifh or other vellels freighted 
by his Britannic Majefty. 

HII. In order to enable his Maje‘ty the Emperor of 
all the Ruflias to afford to the common caufe this addi- 
tional and efficacious {uccour, his Majefty the King of 
Great Britain engages. to furnifh the undermentioned 
fubfidies, upon the condition that his Imperial Majefty 
of all the Ruffias fhall have a right to recall into his do- 
minions the above-mentioned corps of troops, if, thro’ 
any unforefeen event, fuch fubfidies fhould not be regu- 
larly furnithed to him. 

TV. The amount and nature of thofe pecuniary fuecours 
have been fettled and regulated in the flowing nranner ; 
tit, 1n order to enable his Imperial Majefty to affem- 
ble and expedite this corps is foon and as well equipped 
as pofhble, his Majefty the King of Great Britain en- 
gages, as foon as he fhall receive advice that the above- 
mentioned troops have reached the place of their ren- 
dezvous, that is to fay, at Revel, and that it fhall be de- 
clared that they are ready to embark (whether the tranf- 
ports be arrived or not), to pay for the firft and moft 
urgent expences,the fum.of 88oool. {terling, dividing the 
payments into two parts; to wit, that 44,000l. fterling 
be paid immediately after it fhall have been declared, ei- 
ther by the commander in chief of that corps to the 
Englilh commiffaty, -or by the miniltry of his Imperial 
Majelty to the minifter of his Britannic Majelty refi- 
dent at St: Peterfburgh, that the faid corps is ready, 
and that the fecond payment, completing the fum total 
of 880ool. fterling, fhall take place three months after- 
wards, and at the commencement of the fourth. Se- 
condly, his Majefty the King of Great Britain engages 
in like manner, to furnifh to his Majeftyithe Emperor of 
all the Ruffias, a fubfidy of 44,000l. fterling per month, 
to be computed from the day on which the above-men- 
tioned corps of troops thall be ready. ‘This fubfidy hall 
be paid at the commencemeot of each month, and def- 
tined for the appointments and entertainment of the 
troops. It fhall be continued until they thall return in- 
to Ruffian ports, in Englith or other veflels, freigtited 
by his Britannic Majelty. 

V. If this corps of Ruffian troops fhould meet with 





difficulties in procuring, during the expedition to which 


it is deftined, or ia cafe of its winterjng, as fall be 
thereafter mentioned, in England, or during the voyages 
it thal] have to make, its neceflary fubfillence, by means 
of the meafures which the Rufhan Commanders or 
Commiffarics may take for that purpofe, his Britannic 
Majelty, upon the requifition of the Minifter of his Ma- 
jefty the Emperor of all the Ruflias, refiding at his 
Court, fhall furnith whatever may be neceflary to the 
Ruflian troops ; and an exact account fhall be kept of 
all the provifions and other articles fo delivered, in or- 
der that their value may afterwards be deducted from 
the fubfidy, fach provifions and other articles being va- 
lued at the price paid for them by his Majefty for his 
own troops. 

VI. As the tranfport of the horfes neceffary for the 
officers, the artillery, and the baggage, would require 
a great many veffels, and as that arrangement would 
lead to many other inconveniencies, and more ‘particu- 
larly to that of a délay prejudicial to the above-mention- 
ed expedition, his Britannic Majelty engages to furnith, 
at his own expence, ‘the neceffary number of harfes, a¢- 
cording to the {tatement which fhall be delivered, and 
to have them conveyed to the place where the Ruflian 
troops are to att ; his faid Majefty will, in like manner, 
maintain them at his own expence during the whole 
time thefe troops fhall be employed, and until they thall 
be reimbarked, in order to return to the eey of Ruf- 
fia. His Britannie Majelty will then dilpofe of them 
as he fhall judge proper. 2) 

VII. In cafe that the Ruffian troops, after having 
terminated in Holland the projected expedition, or in 
confequence of its being deferred through any ufore- 
feen circumftances, fhould not be able to return into 
the ports of his Imperial Maje(ty during the favourable 
feafon, his Majefty the King of Great Britain engages 
to receive them into his dominions, to provide them 
there with good quarters, and all other advantages, un- 
til the troops fhall be able to return on the opening of 
th- navigation, or “fhall be employed’ upon fome other 
deftination, which {hall be previoufly fettled becween 
their Royal and Imperial Majetties. 

VILL. As the principal object of the ee i of 

this corps of troops is a fudden attack to be made on 
Holland, by méans of which his Britanic Majefty 
hopes to produce'there a favourable change ; as, befides, 
no fixed term for the continuance of the fubfidies is {ti- 
pulated, whilft on the othes hand the faid troops, after 
their return to Ruflia, muft be re-conducted to their 
ordinary quarters, moftly at a great diltance ; and as the 
marches which they will have to make will require con- 
fiderable expences, his Majefty the King of Great 
Britain hereby engages to make good this ‘charge by a 
paymeut ‘of fubfidies for two months, to, be compured 
from the day of the arrival of thofe troops in Ruffian 
ports.

extravagant price. Like the other powers, Ruffia feem- 
ed to know the meaning of a German proverb which 
fays, ** Give me the horfe of my friend and my own 
fhoes, and I fhall foon get to my journey’s end.”

After dwellitg at confiderale length 
on this topic, he proceeded to confider the deftination 
of part of thefe troops, namely, the re-conqueft af Hol- 
land. The Dutch he faid were a cool, judging, fenfible 
people, attached to their property, and the bleflings of 
peace, beyond any nation, and he believed they would 
not confider themfelves indebted to us for difturbing their 
tranquillity. Even were Amfterdam taken this campaign, 
their country muft for an indefinite time be the cheatre 


barrier towns wefe in pofletiion of the French ; and all 
the evils which during that time the Dutch mult fuifer, 
they would charge to the account of England. Such

The new armaments preparing will, it is underftood, 
not join the troops in North Holland, but make a def- 
cént at fome other point. The great object of the ex- 
pédition was, in the firft place to make aa impreflion 
with our arms upon North Holland, which has always 
been the moft republican, and moft adverfe to the Stadt- 
holder’s party. Lf we fucceeded there, moft of the 
other provinces Would, it was fuppofed, prove an eafy 
conqueft, becaufé the difpofitions of the inhabitants 
were lefg republican, and better inclined to the old Go- 
vernment. Ilaving made this ftrong impreffion, it is 
now faid that a landing will be attempted on other 

arts. 

We learn, that not only the light infantry battalions 
of the guards are to be fent off to Holland without de- 
lay, but alfo a itrong reinforcement of cavalry, and four 
additional regiments of infantry. The guards. will 
number 1200 men ; the cavalry will confilt of 14 fqua- 
drons of heavy horfe, which will be employed to keep 
the line of advanced pofts, which by the late vidtory is 
become very extenfive, occupying a {pace of 21 miles 
in front. a a - 

With thé above re-inforcements, it is intgnded to 
fend 150 large row-boats, which are to carry one long 
three. pounder in the bow, to be rowed by 12 picked 
feamen, and to carry 24 infantry, who are to be atiach- 
ed-to each boat. Wheo we recollect the fervices per: 
formed by our gun-veffels and other {mall craft in the 
aétions that have already happened, this addition to our 
naval forces cannot fail to be of the greateft advantage. 
The boats are to be employed in the Lake of Haeslem 
and in the canals.

BERWICKSHIRE CORPS. 

As fuccefs in the field often depends more on expert 
manceuvres than on fuperiority of numbers, it is the 
moit important obje& in military tactics to have troops 
to go through their evolutions with promptitude and 
exactnefs. On this principle the Berwickthire Yeo- 
manry Cavalry, commanded by Major Bucuan, of 
Kello, and the North Durham Yeomanry Cavalry, 
commanded by Captain Sir Cannasy Haccerston, 
Bart. met at Berwick, on Friday the 3oth Auguft laft, 
where they continued till the Saturday fe’ennight. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Renton of the Berwickshire light 
dragoons being then in this country, politely accepted 
of the command. ~ 

On Friday the 6th September, the Yeomanry Corps 
were joined by the Berwick Loyal Volunteers, com- 
manded by Lieutenant Colonel Hart, and the Gentle- 
mety Independent Volunteers, commanded by Major 
Grieve. All the Corps, herfe and foot, inftantly form- 
ed into line, according to their feniority, the Berwick- 
fhire Yeomanry on the right, and the North Durham 
Yeomanry on the left ; the Volunteers were in the cen- 
tre, the Berwick Loyal Volunteers on the right, and 
the Gentlemen Independent Volunteers on the left. 
The whole together exhibited a grand fpectacle, which 
was greatly heightened by the day clearing up from a 
thick fog to a bright funfhine, almoft in{tantly on the line 
being formed, and the cannon difcharged from the gar- 
rifon. ‘To ufe the expreffion of a Silefian author, the 
clouds were ** fbot dead.” 

After the erand falute, and faluting the General in 
marching pait him, the firing maneeuvres began. 

After all the evolutions were gone through, Lieute- 
nant-Colonel. Ren row rode along the line, and in the 
moft polite manner expreffed himfelf highly pleafed 
with the conduct of botb officers and privates. In the 
courfe of the week the Colonel beftowed many enco- 
miums on the two Corps of Yeomanry Cavalry ; and 
thefe Gentlemen, in their turn, exprefed themfelves 
highly indebted to Colonel: Renvon for his polite at- 
teation and preat exertions in the field, and it is but 
juttice to add, that no two corps acting in conjunction 
could thew greater unanimity aod cowtord in every re- 
fpest than viele two Coxps of Yeomanry Cavalry did on 
this occafion. 

The review was attended by a numerous affemblage 
of genteel company, among whom were Lady and Mifs 
Faccerston, Sir Faancrs and Mifs Braxs, Mr

Mifs Home of Ninewells, MiG Garanam, &c. On the 
precéding evening there wes a crowded aa_ brilliant Af 
fembly. Lady Haccerston highily diltinguithed her- 
felf in the dance by affability and condefcention, The 
losious news of the capture of the Durch fleet, and 
he victory obtained by the Britith forces on their land- 
ing ia Holland, reaching the rooms about eleven o’- 
clock, if poflible added greatly to the hilarity of the 
company, and the dancing was kept vp with great glee 
till five in the morning. 





Pidure of the Loterior of the French Republic by 
the Reprefentative Morcau in the Council of Elders, 
on the 11th ultimo. 
Moreau’ (de l’Yonne) prefented to the Council a 
Work written by Citizen Jolyclerc, and entitled, 
“ ‘The Natural and Mechanical Hiltory of Plants.” 
Moreau obferved, that he confidered that man happy 
who could employ himfelf in the ftudy of nature, while 
the people of Europe were occupied in butchering each 
other, while Italy had become, according to the pro- 
verb, the grave of the French ; while the Batavian fleet 
was given up to the Enplifh; the united departments 
were threatened with the lofs of their liberty ; the in- 
habitants of the interior were the vitims of civil war; 
the counter-revolution was making a rapid progrefs; the 
national reprefentation was degraded; the workmen of 
every defcription and the labourers were without em- 
ployment ; Royalifm relicd upon its defpair for the ulti- 
mate fuccefs of its meafures; the banks were fhut up 
and traffic fufpended; the taxes were unproductive ; 
and while difcord prevailed in the cities and in the de- 
partments of the Republic. “ We fhall then, continu- 
ed Moreau, * live difhonoured, becaufe we have fuffer- 
ed liberty to perifh. Our children fhall live in a {tate of 
horrible flavery, becaufe their parents were unable to 
preferve that liberty on which they feem to place fuch 
reliance.” 
Prince Abdul Calie, the eldeft fon of the late Tippoo 
Sultaun, is poffefled of a {trong natural underftanding. 
He is now nineteen years of age, and was the favou- 
rite of the Marquis Cornwallis, during the time the 
hoftage Princes remained with his Lordthip, whofe 
partiality feemed to be marked by the magnificent pre- 
fent he made to Abdul Calie on his return to Seringa- 
patam, on the ratification of the treaty of 1792. His 
Lordfhip prefented him, among other things, with the 
moft coftly palanquin which the mechanics of India 
could produce, ornamented with folid filver and gold 
mouldings. ‘The pannels were decorated with emble- 
matic devices charatteriftic of the prejudices of the 
people of Myfore, fupported by two fuke, whofe co- 
lour in the fun furpaffed any thing of the kind fhort of 
life. Weare informed, that this Prince is of an amia- 
le difpofition, and poffeffes qualities rarely to be met 
with in his anceftors.

LORD ST VINCENT AND SIR JOHN ORD. 

We have already {tated the origin of the difpute 
which gave rife to the challenge fent by Sir John Orde 
to Lord St Vincent, but which has been fo happily 
fru(trated by the intervention of the civil power. From 
the correfpondence which Sir John Orde printed after 
his return to England, it appears, that he has never 
been able to brook, what he conceived to be a flight on 
his profeflional character, by the appointment of Sir 
Horatio Nelfon, his junior in the » to the com- 
mand of the fquadron which was fent in fearch of Buo- 
naparte on the fhores of Egypt. Earl St Vincent’s 
reply to Sir John Orde’s remonftrance on this occafion 
was, that the particular fervice on which Sir H. Nel- 
fon had been fent, ‘required that no larger fhips fhould 
be employed than two-deckers, and that to place Sir 
John Orde in athip of inferior force to that which he 
then commanded, would be difrefpe@tful to the high 
chara¢ter he bore in the navy. Sir J. Orde waved this 
objection, and quoted many precédents where officers 
had been appointed from. large to fmaller fhips, when 
they were to be employed on particular fervices. Find- 
ing all remonftrance with Lord St Vincent vain, Sir 
J. Orde wrote to the Admiralty, and received an 
anfwer fimilar to that given by the Commander in 
Chief, at the fame time expreflive of the high refpea 
which the Board entertained for his abilities. Sir J. 
Ord then requefted to be recalled; and, on his re- 
turn home, finding his application for a Court-Mar- 
tial refufed, he printed the correfpondence we have 
above cited.

We learn with fatisfaction that Mr Donatp Stews 
ART, travelling minerolagi{t for the Dublin Society, a- 
mong(t other valuable difcoveries made in this county, 
has lately found a ftratum, that appears as if it had been 
wood, at Cromlin, within one mile of Loughneagh, 
which is upwards of {ix feet thick; and fuppofes from 
its appearance that the under {tratum will be good Ken- 
dal coal. This {tratum is found in many places in the 
lands as well as within the water mark of the Jough. It 
has been found to anfwer for firing, by the people in that 
neighbourhood who, from the diftance they had to bring 
their fuel, are in hopes of finding much benefit from the 
difcovery ; and fuppofe it would anfwer amonglt other 
ufes in place of Charcoal. Rich iron ore was alfo 
found in that neighbourhood. 

One of the beneficial ufes of potatoes not perhaps 
generally known, is, that the {tarch of them, quite frefh, 
rand wathed only once, may be employed to make fize, 
which, mixed with chalk, and diluted in a little water, 
forms a very beautiful and good white for ceilings. — 
This fize has no {mell ; while animal ize, which pu- 
trefies fo readily, always exhales a very difagreeable 
odour. ‘hat of potatoes, as it is very little fubjec to 
putrefaction, appears from experience to be more du- 
rable in tenacity and whitenefs; and for whitewafhing 
thould be preferred to animal fize, the decompofition of 
which is always accompanied with unhealthtul exhala- 
tions.
